Mr. Redlich. In connecU^n with you prepared the photi>graph a nd the 
diagram which have been designated jha h ey fel hi bit" Nor2^~ ~ 

Mr. Shaneyfext. T hat is correct. 

Mr. Redlich. Are you abl^to ‘describe for us now the results of your investi- 
gation? 

Mr. Sha^eyfelt. Yes. Photograph A of Shaneyfelt Exhibit No. 25 is an 
enlarged color print made from the No. 5 slide of the Willis slides. 

The photograph B is a copy of the phu map of the assassination area which 
Wits prepared for the Commission and has previously been designated as 
Commission Exhibit No. -382: 223 

Point No. 1 in photograph A shows Mr. Zapruder in his p<»&ition 

Mr. Redlich. Ibe record will show that the reference to Mr. Zapruder is to 
Mr. Abraham Zapruder, who is an amateur photographer, w'ho took the photo- 
graphs which were used as the basis for the reenactment which was performed 
in Dallas by agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and Secret Service, 
and attorneys for this Commission; is that correct, Mr. Sbaneyf^t? 

Mr. Shaneyfelt. That is correct 

Point 1 of photograph A s^hows Mr. Zapruder in his position from which he 
took his S-millimeter motion picture film of the assassination. Point 1 in the 
plat map shows again the point indicating Mr. Zapruder’s position as related 
to other portions of the area. 

Point No. 2 is the President riding in the Presidential limousine, which is on 
photograph A of Shaneyfelt Exhibit No. 25. 

Point No. 3 is the Stemmons Freeway sign that is on the north side of Elm 
Street in the general area of the assassination. This is also designated as point 3 
on the map W’hich is photograph B of Shaneyfelt Exhibit No. 25. 

In order to relate the photograph A of Shane^’felt Exhibit No. 25 to the specific 
frame.s in the Zapruder motion picture film. 1 fir^sl deiermimHl from corresxwnd- 
ence, that Mr. Wiilijsj uim sin ndUig along the south curb of Klin Street , approxi- 
jiiately op pos ite the"?exaH i^cliOQ] liook IVjirLHitory Biiiltlbig. 


By looking at the phot(»graph A, I find that from the camera angle of Mr. 
Willis a line drawn from Mr. Willis to Mr, Zapruder would go Just to the right 
ol the Stoininons Freeway sign whl(*h Is jK)lnt 3 in iiUotognlph A. 

I drew a line from Mr, Znpriuler’s position witli lavemlar iK-ncil just past the 
frt*oway sign which is position 3 on idiotograpli B over to the general urea of the 
side of Elm Strtvt where Mr. Willis is reported to have tak(*n his idctnres. 

Mr. Ili:u>Licn. And that line appears as the top line In Chart B of the Slmney- 

felt Exhibit No. 25 ; dfK*.s it not? ^ 

Mr. Shaneyfelt. Tlmt is corriK^t I then noted in the plu»tognu»h A of Shaimy- 
felt Exhibit No. 25, that a line frc iii the eye of Uie camerainaii, to Uie Prt‘Sl- 
dent, would pass tJie Stemmons Frtvway sign somewliat farther away from the 
sign than the line to Mr, Zapruder, aid>f^*ximately three to four tliiios greater 

distance. 

I dre\v a lino from an area about that fur from tbe sign to the area wliefc 
Mr. Willis was reiKirtinl to be standing and find that that lim* passes through 
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a point designated on the map as frame 210 which relates to the frame No. 210 
of the Zapruder assassination films. 

I then drew a green line from Mr. Zapruder’s position to President Kennedy, 
at frame 210, and find that that green line pa.«5C8 directly through the Stemmons 
Freeway sign which is position 3 in photographs A and B on Shanej'felt Exhibit 
No. 25.

of Mr. Willis Is vinknown. This would allow for some \ a nation, but the lime of 
the photograph A, as related to the Zapruder picture, would be generally during 
the period that the President was behind the signboard in the Zapruder films, 
which covers a range from around frame 205 to frame 225. 

Mr. Redlich. The record will show that prior investigation has revealed 
that President Kennedy emerges from the sig;n at frame 225, and that he starts 
going behind the sign at approximately frame 205. 

P rior invest i ga lio n has also revealed t b bl wbfu viewe d from the_^S OUtb eaat, 
corner wi ndow of the sixth floo r^ the F resident emerges frotg the oak tree at 
a pproxlmaldy Tniine 510. 

Mr Willis has stated, Mr. Shaneyfelt, that he took this photograph almost at 
the instant that the President was hit by a shot which sounded to Mr. Willis 
as if it was the first shot that he heard. 

On the basis of your examination of_t_he Zajiruder films, and yoiir_exami[iatiftiL 
of the Wniis photograp h, would it be a corret-t statement that t his DhotograplL

Mr. SHANEYTcrfr Yes; it would be x>ossible having Mr. Willis’ camera, to fix 
bis location with some degree of accuracy by using it at the specific location 
in Dallas, and relating various objects in the photograph to their location us 
they appear in photograph A of Exhibit No. 25. 

Mr. Redlich. You are reasonably satisfied, how’ever, that the technique that 
you have used to fix his location is a reasonably accurate one upon which you 
can base the conclusions which you have stated today?
